FIFTY YEARS AGO: Dec. 13, 1934 

Kings' Drug Store was advertising the last word in radio, a 
four-band radio that received foreign stations, police and air- 
planecalls.

I once read that all families should have 
traditions, especially in connection with 
holidays. 

It was not too clear .to me as to why they 
must, but I read it, so it must be true. 
Everybody knows that .everything in print 
has to be factual! * 

■Now j didn't check to see who the writer of 
this renowned thought was. It might have 
been a vindictive mother-in-law trying to 
start a family fight with, "Well my mother 
used to get up at 3 a.m. every Christmas 
morning to bake her special Christmas 
Stolen for our holiday breakfast. " 
■ Wasn't that wonderful! And I bet this 
spoiled son doesn't even send her a Christ- 
mas card in the funny farm. 

Tons of homemade Chirstmas cookies 
rolling out of the oven a .few weeks before the 
holiday is another tradition in many 
households. 

—This one I like, as long as it takes place in 
another household and some of that delicious 
booty makes it way into my cupboards as gif- 
ts or what-have you. ; — . J 
I made Cristmas cookies with my kids on- 
ce, the only trouble was, not being a "from 
scratch" homemaker," who would know the 
difference between baking powder and 
baking soda or what the word "sift" meant, 
we ended up $22 later with 12 giant strange 
looking cookies that tasted like baking soda. 

Of course my kids were in on the whole 
thing and should shoulder part of the blame,

Five years of crunching on macroni shells" 
asTwalkracross-my-kitchen floor and also 
because I've had a hard^nme~colrvmcingT^ 
anyone that gold-spray-spots on the wall are 
really in, have killed any creativity I ever 
possessed, , 

So stop with the tsk-tsks already, after 
hours of thought and thousands of false starts 
I did too find a tradition indigenous to my 
family and my family alone. 
. ' I call it coloring a Christmas tree because 
that's what I did. Every year while my kids 
were growing up I colored our Christmas 
tre^e a different color. . , V V- 

Who cares that they kept saying, "Momi 
Why can't we have a green Christmas treei 
like\every'one else?" How could it be our own 
tradition if everyone else did it, right?. ; 



I want you ~ to know that creating- this 
tradition wasn't easy. You try taking a live 
„tree out into the yard with 20 cans of spray 
paint while four little kids sit watching you 
with tears in their eyes as you "kill" their 
Christmas tree.. 

It took a lot of perseverance to face my 
husband's wrath when he finally realized 
that the paint plus different ornaments every 
year was making this a costly proposition. 
But I kept on singing, "tradition, tradition," 
with a Zero Mostel accent of course. 

And explaining to the police chief that that 
red snbw in the yard wasn't really caused by 
bleeding of any kind but was just the residue 
of turning a tree from green to red isn't a lot 
of fun. Yet I kept singing "tradition; 
tradition," with even stronger resolve. 

We had a gold Christmas tree covered with 
sparkly oranges; a purple one adorned with 
pink velvet bows and pink marsh mallow ice 
cream cones; and a pink one trimmed with 
red lollypops, red satin balls and red silk 
stockings. 

I^The red_oneLspoke_of J>efore had white 
feathery opyes ojt itej)ranches^md white 
shimmering garland wrapped around it. 

Let me mentioned that the trees died as 
soon as the fire-proof paint hit the needles 
which Were immediately glued to the bran- 
ches by the paint, eliminating two of the com- 
mon "real tree"complaints. There were 
never any needles to vacumn up and the tree 
was fire proof. 

The black one was by far the prettiest of 
all, although even I will admit that this was 
more of an artistic effort than a Christmas 
tree. 

We decorated it all in gold and while and 
red ornaments left: over from the trees of 
previous years. That year niy husband didn't

How's that for creating a unique tradtion? 
Strange as it may seem none of my kids 
developed even the smallest phobia or hang- 
up because they never had a green tree.

the first Christmas that I decided all this 
was too much work for a childless house, the 
kids arrived for Christmas dinner and I was 
greeted with, "What color is the tree this 
year," said, believe or not, with a touch of 
anticipation.
